We have been favoured by the secretary with a copy of this club’s 
Annual Report, and are glad to be able to congratulate its members 
on the resulr, of their efforts. 5 Ca 

Tho West London Rowing Club was established on the 27th of 
March, 1856, its object being “the teaching and practising its 
members in the art of rowing.” ie 

The officers of the club,,consist: of a President, vice-President, 
Captain, deputy Captain, Seoretary, assistant Secretary, Treagurer, | 
and Auditor, all of. which officers are elected annually. The sub- 
scription is, for active members, two. guineas’ per annum, and for 
honorary members one guinea. sera 

The tunds of the club are devoted to hiring suitable sitting and 
dressing rooms, for the use of the members, contiguous to the river, 
and available at all reasonable hours, the purchase of boats, or the 
hiring of the same, purchasing prizes and flags, and also to defray the 
necessary expenses of the club. * 

This club. owes its origin to the formation, in the summer of 1855, 
of the Oolville Aquatic Club. The club-house was in Colville-terrace, 
Chelsea, hence the name of the club- In 1856 thé club removed to 
Cheyne-walk, ‘Chelsea, but as ig too often the cage, an unfortunate 
rupture took place between the leading officials, and two separate 


sociebies were formed—the West London Rowing Olub and the Junior | 


United Rowing Club. The former isthe subject of our notice, - 

At the commencement ofthe year 1859 the members’ list contained 
bat eleven names, but the strength of the club soon increased, the 
Carlton snd Reindeer Clubs Heviag amalgamated their interests with 
those of the West London, i 

Tho first race between metropolitan clubs took place in this yoar. 
Throughout the season activity prevailed; other clabs sprang into 
existence, and the assistance of the executive of the West London was 
often invoked in the formation and guidance of other societies, 


In 1862 the first athletic meeting of the club was held at Bronipton, | 


and it proved a great snccess. Decried at first—laughed at by some 


and ridiculed by others—these meetings have since become, not only |. 


popular, but to bo classed among our national institutions. | 

Other clubs have imitated the West London in thia respect, and the 
prevailing taste for athletic sports owes its origin to the spirited and 
excellent manner in. which the West London’s have been conducted by 
the present president of the club. - 

With the same feelings which led to the formation of the Ilex 
Swimming Club, the West London have always thrown open their 
best prizes for competition by all amateur oarsmen; and it must be a 
sufficient reward for the club to feel that the promotion of friendly

The movements alluded to were the processional opening of the season, 
which obtained so much approval, and was so great a success that it 
may bo anuually looked forward to, The other was the challenge of 
the West London Rowing C!ub to the London Rowing Club, to row an 
eight-oar race (juniors only competing) over the Patney course, The 
challenge was extended to all local amateur clubs, and led to the 
Metropolitan Club Hight Oars. We havo offered’ the West London 
Club our hearty congratulations on the ‘succesd that’ has attended 
theirexertions ! we have only to add that we hope their: future will 
be all they can desire. ‘The exercises and diversions which they pro- 
mote haye a tendency to strengthen the body, and give a manly and 
courageous turn to the mind; the ancients krew it, and in their days 
athletic sports consti(uted an important branch of education.

In this age of steam and travel many have wandered over and 
revelled acenie the decayed splondours of *‘ The Alhambra,” that vast 
abode for centuries of a race of Moorish princes, whose long sway in 
Europe was a marvel and a mystery riters tell us that the place 

i fascinations, bu 
ont baie ge Wl le aro thy pomps, Alhambra, earthly sun, 

That had no rival and no second ?” 
All these are gone; but a modern Alhambra, where Mr. F. Strange 
holds high carnival, has arisen, which as a place of amusement stands 
unrivalled. The splendour of its ballets, and the comfort and magnifi- 
cence of its arrangements are unsurpassed, if equalled, by any estab- 
lishment of a like character in Europe.

Mr. Strange has done much 
to elevate theeé popular places 
of amusement and to bring 
tho enjoyments, that were 
once confined exclusively to 
a class, within the reach of 
the millions. His efforts have 
been properly appreciated and 
marked by a fitting - testi- 
monial, ‘ 

The testimonial consists of 
n novel and very beautiful 
centre ornament in silver, of 
the value of three hundred 
guineas, being “a massive 
fountain and Plateau, the 
design of which happily com- 
bines the Cinque Cento and 
Renaissance styles. 

‘Lhe fountain machinery is 
an ingenious invention by 
which a fine jet of scented 
water is thrownsome six feet

their substantial reward, the subscribers piedly unite to bear testi- 
mony to those high business and personal qualities which produced 
this beneficial result, and which are justly honoured wherever the 
English language is spoken,” 

‘he Plateau has a pierced silver border, the Subject being a very 
handsome Frieze, 

This beautiful piece of plate was manufactured by Mr, 
Smith (late Smith and Nicholson), of Duke-atreot-. Lines 
Fields, for Mr. Field, the well-known silversmith of Cheapside, We 
may mention that the manufacturer has been already made famous, in 
the year 1845, by producing the fountain presented to the late Ibrahim 
Pasha by the Hon. East India Company, and which weighed 11,000 
0z., costing £8 000,

On eemiaay. last the attendance at these grounds was very great, 
owing to a rather unusual match taking place. Mr. Taylor, of London, 
threw out a challenge some tbree weeks ago to shoot against anybody, 
50 pigeons each, loz shot, 60 yards fall, for £50, which was im- 
mediately accepted by Mr. 8. Haughton, on the part of Mr. J. Stead, 
of Dukinfield, Cheshire. The conditions were to find birds for each 
other, Barber found for Mr. Stead to shoot at, and, to his credit be 
it said, he brought some of the fastest and smallest ever seen. Mr. 
G. Jinks, of Ashton-under-Lyne, found the birds for Mr. Taylor to 
perform on, but their quality was not so good as those of the London 
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man. A referee being chosen in the person of a well-known sports- 
man, the match commenced, £30 to £20 being offered on Stead, and 
taken, £25 even Taylor did not kill 20 out of 50. Mr. Taylor was the 
first to take the tube in hand, and having a‘ very slippery bird it 
managed toescapo9; Mr. Stead being more fortunate in killing and 
shooting in much shorter time. They kept on very evenly to the 
h 25th round, Taylor being one ahead at the 10th round, and the same 
at the 20th and 25th, They then stopped a quarter of an hour for 
refreshment, when Mr, Taylor’s previous form quite deserted him, as 
he only killed three out of the next sixteen, and eventually lost the 
match by four birds, Mr. Stead killing 26, and Mr. Taylor 22 out of 
49. The weather during the latter part of the match was very bad, 
which made it difficult for both to kill such fast birds; but Mr. ‘Taylor 
mainly owes his defeat to changing his gun in the middla of the match. 
The winner shot with a beautiful twelve-bore double, made by Gascoina 
and Dyson, of Manchester; and Mr. Taylor with one of Spittle’s

PUBLIO ORICKET GROUND FOR SOUTHAMPTON. 

The committee who somo time since undertook the important task 
‘of providing Southampton with a fit and proper. pieco of land for 
cricket purposes have at length succeeded. A portion of the park 
known as the Hoglands is forthwith to be set apart, and a park- 
keeper is to be sppeinted, who will be sworn in as a policeman, In 
order that the cricketers may not injure the sward, the wickets will be 
pitched in a line (a matter the lovers of the game will easily under- 
#tand); and it may be remarked that the man who is appointed should 
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live near the ground, and have nothing else to do but to look after 
it, for, if he has to attend to other parts, the turf might soon be in- 
jured by those who are so inclined.

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ELEPHANT AND RHINOCEROS FIGHTS IN INDIA» 

A Baroda correspondent of the Bombay Gazette describes some - 
curious sports to which the Guicowar has been treating the Europeans 
in his capital. 

First came an elophant fight. Soventy or eighty men with long 
spears were scattered about to stir up the animals to greater fury, and 
to preserve order generally. On first entering the balcony we 
perceived two elephants standing about one hundred ‘yards apart, 
secured by chains passed round the hind legs, and fastened inside the 
brickwork, Thoy were both much excited, and stamped and wavel 
their trunks about nervonsly, boing occasionally soothed by the iron 
prong of the mahout, who stuck gallantly to his charge throughout 
the combat. The elephants are fed upon stimulating provender to 
ronder them sufliciently fierce for the occasion. ‘Their tusks were 
half sawn off, or they would have been able to damage each other in 
a very expensive mannor, A sporting wag immediately christened 
the combatants; calling one from the extreme length of his trunk 
‘‘Conkey Jem,” and tho other the“ Baroda Novice.” And now, all 
being ready, the Guicowar gave tho signal, and the elephants were 
let loose, Round 1. The Novica advanced to the scratch smiling and 
evidently ready to meet his elephant. Conkey Jem, on the other hand, 
seemed inclined to disappoint his backers, and shuffled about iu a 
strange way, till the Novice went after him, when 0. J, suddenly 
closed, being evidently the heavier, the Novice had the worst of the 
grip, but disengaging himself cleverly, bolted to his corner, Round 
2. The Novice, less inclined to force the fighting this timo, not liking 
the taste of his adversary’s quality; being urged by his seconds, 
however, with sharp spears, he faced tha Conkey once again, when 
much cautious sparring took place. The Novice twisted his trunk 
round his antagonist’s and tried to turn him; Jem retaliated by putting 
his tusk into the young one’s kissing trap (first blood for Oonkey Jem). 
Round 8, Much the same. The Novico bellowing and evidentiy 
funking. Round 4 and last. The Novice’s friends, finding that he 
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would not come to the scratch, threw up the sponge, and the Oonkiy 
one was hailod a winner, with scarcely a mark uponchim. Tho 
cowardly behaviour of the Novica excited the disgust of the King, 
acd it was very amusing to. see the jaunty air with which the winuer 
walked about the arena, pointing his toes, and flourishing his trunk. 
The elephants were now hobbled with chains, and walked off to their 
respective residences. 

It was then announced that a rhinoceros fight would take place. 
Accordingly, two of these hideous animals were produced ind set por- 
fectly free. One of the animals was older and more stolid than the 
other, who, on being unchained, jumped and bucked all over the place, 
with an agility which no one wovld even have supposed such a 
creature to possess. The older one seemed to know what was coming, 
and kept himself cool for the encounter, Presently the¥ came close 
together, and watched each other angrily with heads down to tho 
ground; the younger one, however, did not want to fight, and turned 
away pursued by the other, who could not catch him, This happened 


‘several times, and wo began to think that they would not engage; the 


spearmen began to prick the young one smartly in the rear, but this 
made him turn and charge them, when they scuttled off through the 
apertures in the walls, One man nearly came to grief; he was irrita- 
ting the young one from behind, when the old animal, who was pursu- 
ing the other, came up, and without secing the man apparently, 
bowled him over with his shoulder.

Originally, as one of the series of Christmas stories with which Charlés 
Dickens Charmed the reading world, ‘The Oricket.on the 
Hearth’ established itsolf as one of the finest epio poama 
in prose ever written to exhibit the blessednessof good nature, sim- 
plicity, parity, warmheartedness, and love. Passing through the 
hands of Dion Boucicault, whose knowledge of stage capabilities is 
almost unrivalled, the story re-appoared in the shape of a fairy tale of 
love and jealousy, and wag named ‘ Dot.’” And, in the words of the 
immortal orator, who followed the equally immortal Burke, ** them’s 
our sentiments.” The revival of “Dot” at this house is in every 
respect creditableto Mr. W. H. 0. Nation’s management. It has been 
capitally put upon the stage, the scenery being very neatly built and 
prettily painted by Mr. John Johnson and his assistants, and the cast 
being very effective. Tho foremost place, however, as regards the 
acting, must be awarded to Mr. G. Belmore; who, as may be supposed 
by those who have watched the surprisingly rapid development of his 
powers, does not let slip so good an opportunity for enhancing his 
reputation as is afforded by the character of Caleb Plummer. Mr, Bel- 
more’s rendering of this character is in its graphic senility, unex- 
aggerated pathos, and hysterical joy—at the unlooked-for return of his 
supposed to have been drowned sailor son—truly powerful, The 
humourous phases of the character do not come out with so much 
effect. And in this respect we think the impersonation might be im 
proved upon. The forced hilarity, sprightliness, and contént- 
ment that Caleb’s notable scheme for ‘keeping his misery 
from the knowledge of his blind danghter, entails, with 
the thousand and one highly humourous concomitants thereof, 
is, it seems to us, scarcely sufficiently marked either for im- 
posing upon the blind girl or for completing the contrast between 
the pathetic phases of the character, as intended by the author.

METROPOLITAN AMATEUR REGATTA. 

The following circular has been issued concorning an amateur 
regatta at Putney :— ; 

Tt has long been a subject of surprise 
and regret that, while several excellent 
local regattas are annually held in the 
neighbourhood of London, no attempt 
has been made of late years to establish 
a meeting of real importance and national 
interest in the metropolis itself. 

London contains a very large number 
of oarsthhen who should undoubtedly be 
able to set on foot and maintain an 
amateur regatta that should be second 
to none in the world, more especially as 
it is universally admitted that both for 
fairness to competitors and other obvious 
advantages the Putney course is unsur- 
passed by any in the United Kingdom. 

And it will be doubtless in the recol- 
lection of every one taking an interest in 
aquatic sports, that some of the finest 
amateur crews that ever floated, rowed 
in the old Grand Thames Regatta, and 
helped to gain for it that prestige which 
it so long maintained. airaiate 
causes to which it is not neceseary here 
more particularly to allude, brought about 
the discontinuance of those great meet- 
iugs, and the amateur regatta at Putney 
has since then remained in abeyance, 

The subject has lately been brought 
tefore the committee of captaina of the 
metropolitan rowing clubs, and they are 
cf opinion that the time has arrived when 
the experience of the past may be turned 
to account in founding, on a sounder 
system and a broader basis, a really grand 
natioual regatta, which it ia expected will 
prove a great attraction to all rowing 
men, In this view they are greatly sup- 
ported by the fact that at no previous 
period has the sport been so popular, ard 
that at no previous period has it been 
pursued wilh so much cordial good feeling 
as now.
